BRENNER CASE. . 


‘Summons on m Commander. Heavy Sentences Upon 


Kidnappers. 
” LIFE IMPRISONMENT, | 


_Tientsin, April 25. 

The final sitting 
with the Brenner kidnapping case 
took place‘at the Tientsin District 
Court yesterday afternoon: when 
judgment was delivered. The sit- 
ting was a brief one, lasting about 
fifteen minutes. Mr. Geo, Atcheson, 
American Congul at Tientsin, and 
Mr. Aaron Brenner and his brothor, 
were present to watch the Proceed. 
ings. : , 

‘The five aceused in the ense— 
Niknovalidze (41), Korolleff (32), 
Atéhan (34), Chihvaria (45) and 
Shornik (19)—were summoned be- 
fore Judge Kung Chia-chang. After 
they had repented their names, 
nationalities, addresses and ages, 
the Judge read the sentences decided 
upon. The following:is a tranusla- 
tion of the sentences | 
upon the accused :— 

“Kiknovelidze, Korolieff, Alehan 
and Chihvaria,. who were - working 
together to capture a man for, ran- 
som, are sentenced ‘to life imprison: 
ment, 

“Shornik, who attempted to gain 
money by threats with failure, is 
sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment and a fine of $900, and if he ja 
unable to produce this sum the alter- 
native of one day’s imprisonment for 
tvery $3 is allowed. ‘Remission of 
sentence is allowed at the rate of 
one day’s imprisonment for every 
two daya of the period whith. elapsed 
Letween the date of his arrest and 
the date of the sentence, or of $3 of 
the fine for every one day of the 
same period.” 

After the delivery of the sentences 
all the. accused were silent, save 
Chihvaria who, in a lond voice, mado 
protests, The Judge, however, cut

Addressing =a Juncheon-hour 
gathering of business men on broad- 
casting at the Memorial Hall, Far- 
ringdon Street, EC. ‘recently, Sir 
John Reith Diréctor-General of 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, said that if, for Instance, the 
King’s ‘speech had been broadcast 
throughout the world it was thanks 
to the co-operation of 270 stations. 

“What makes such co-operation 
possible?” he asked. “I have come 
to the conclusion it ig the spreading 
example of idealism. If everyone 
were as polite over the garden wall, 
or on the highway, as we are on the 
ether, the- world: would be a better 
place.” 

Referring to the religious policy 
of the B.B.C., Sir John said: “Some 
people wish they could have the same 
sort of principles motivating: the 
conduct of the cinema. 
the religious policy, . or thé educa- 
tonal, or good music policies of the 
B.B.C. are assailed, how many peo- 
ple bestir themselves in their de- 
fence?” 

Slowness in defence of the prin- 
ciples one had at heart was, he con- 
tinued, rather annoying at, times, 
and rather wrong.

BUILDINGS | COLLAPSE:

Violent. earthquake. tremors 
caused panic throughout the city 
to-day. Numerous buildings were 
damaged and several casualties 
are reported. The extent of both 
the casualties and the damage is 
not yet Known. ;

Over 150 casualties, including 
40 killed, are’ reported ‘in -the 
violent carthquake , at Rangoon. 
A number of buildings completely 
or partially collapsed. Panic pre- 
vails.— Reuter, : 

Recorded in Nong: Kong. . 

The first ‘movement (ic. the 
heginning . of the longitudinal 
waves) “occurred at 9h. 149 m. 
64 secs, p.m. on May 6 (Hong Kong 
Standard Time) and the beginning 
of the transversal waves was re- 
corded at 9 h, 58m, 12 secs. p.m. 
indicating that the origin was about 
1,250 miles from .Hong Kong and 
the Initial movements (N. & EL 
components) indicated that its bear- 
ing was about W. by.S. from Hong 
Kong. 

This places the ‘epicentre’ in the 
mountains to the N. of Rangoon. 
Mandalay probably felt.the shock 
severely, 

Rangoon time is 1.h. 30 minutes 
later than Hong Kong time. The 
waves would take about four 
minutes to roach Hong Kong, there- 
fore the earthquake happened at 8.16
